He | 
caused a laugh when he remarked 
that the provincial treasurer in the | 
“same old budget speech"’ was her- 
alded in the press as delivering an 
address remarkable for its clarity, 
while without a doubt the press would 
refer to his effort of the night as be- 
ing “the annual speech of Dr. Blow.’ 

Social and Labor Legislation 

Alex ‘Ross, labor member for Cen- 
ter Calgary, followed Dr. Blow, as- 
serting in his g>neral criticism of the 
government that there had been no 
social and labor legislation passed dur- 
ing the last four years excepting 
the compensation act. He dwelt aiso 
on the question of unemployment in 
the province.

| LONDON, March 16-—Str Laming 
Worthington-Evans. secretary for 
war, in introducing the army  esti- 
mates in the house of commons, said 
the ultimate aim of the governmeni 
was to re-create the expeditionary 
force of six divisions. At present, how- 
ever, the army was very far from 
being as complete as before the war. 
he declared. : 

Regarding the Territorials, the 
war secretary said, it had been de- 
cided to provide fourteen @tvistons as 
‘a second line. Provision had been 
,;made for the development of a light 
tank to co-operate with the infantry, 
he continued, and a fast, powerful 
tank, which would be more useful 
with the cavalry. The general view, 
the secretary said, was that mechan- 
ical fighting must be developed be- 
cause it was more economical tn peace 
times and saved man power tn a war.

The appellate division of the} 
Supreme Court’ has deeided coun 
the Dominion legislation and pro- | 
clamations forbidding the import- 
ation of liquor into the Province is 
sound law. Unless and until the 
decision is reversed by a higher 
tribunal, it defines the position of 
the Province in respect to the sale 
and purchase of liquor as being 
one of complete control. The Do- 
minion legislation does not make 
Alberta ‘‘bone dry,’’ or preseribs 
what condition of dryness or wet- 
ness is to prevail. It supplements 
the Provincial law in such @ way 
that whatever the Provincial law 
may be, it is possible of enforce- 
ment so far as the Dominion is 
eoreerned. If the people of Al- 
berta want ‘“bone dry’’ conditions 
their Legislature is competent to 
give effect to their wishes. If 
they decided to re-establish the 
bars, or to re-introduce the legal 
sale of liquor as a beverage in any 
way, the Dominion does not forbid. 
There is apparently a clear recog- 
nition of Provincial sovereignty 
in relation to the use of liquor 
within the Province. 


March Weather. 

From one point in Saskatche- 
wan ducks and geese were report- 
ed arriving from the south one 
day last week. For once these 
feathered wanderers, who are sup- 
posed to know all about the 
weather and its intentions, made 
a bad guess. If they had come 
a couple of weeks earlier they 
would have found conditions to 
their liking. Since then things 
have not been exactly suited to 
summer birds. Not that the hu- 
mans ¢an boast of better fore- 
sight. Late in February some 
enterprising farmers in the suuth- 
ern part of this province were 
reported to have started plow- 
ing, while at Regina one man 
openly threatened to go out and 
sow a field of wheat. These op- 
erations got a sudden check. While 
March came in like the proverbial 
lamb, it has been cutting up like 
a menagerie most of the time 
since. The premature spring has 
been followed by a very con- 
vincing representation of winter. 
Twenty below is cold enough to 
warrantethe opinion that summer 
has not yet come, especially when 
it is accompanied by driving 
winds and the heaviest snow falls 
of the season. March, in fact, 
has brought the West the ‘‘mean- 
est’’ weather of the winter. 

But there is consolation, and 
that of a solid and material kind. 
However unpleasant it may be to 
say it; things are better so. An 
early spring is of no advantage 
except that it enables the farm- 
ers to put in larger crops and so 
far as can be gathered they are 
not yearning to break the records 
in that respect this year, however 
long the seeding season might be. 
But the early spring does not 


mean early growth. The seed 
goes into dry soil—-and stays there 
until the rains come. In some 


parts it doesn’t even stay if the 
wind blows. A cold and stormy 
March keeps what moisture there 
is in and on top of the ground un- 
til the earth is ready to warm up 
quickly under the increasing pow- 
er of the sun, and thus makes for 
quick germination and early plant 
growth. If another couple of 
feet of snow should fall before 
the final break-up it would be 
heartily weleomed by the farmers, 
and would immensely better the 
prospect for a fruitful seasou,

vice and» go out and borrow, and 
borrow largely. 

Eventually the country will 
have to get back to the pay as we 
go basis. We cannot keep on 


large enough already to warrant 
the view that the time has come 
to call a halt. But Sir Henry and 
his associates are not calling any 
halt, except in words. They are 
getting rid of thirty millions more 
this year on current account than 
they did last year. While the es- 
timates continue to be drawn in 
that way, it is idle to talk about 
topping borrowing. ‘“Thrift’’ 
talk is cheap and easy, but the 
length of the spending program 
is what decides whether or not we 
are to live within our ineome. 

If Canada does not pay as it 
goes this year—and it will not if 
the estimates pass Parliament— 
the fault will lie with the Minister 
of Finance and his spendthrift 
colleagues, not with the pubhe,

A Service Tax? 

A service tax is the means decid 
ed upon by the city council for 
spreading out the taxes so as to 
reach all the residents, and for 
getting real cash revenue in place 
of the uncollectable levy upon 
non-paying property.
